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PREFACE. 


By way of Preface to the enſuing Songs, I 
ſhall ſay but little. As to their compoſition, 1 
am not ſo vain as to think they will ſtand the 
teſt of criticiſm: however, the beſt and only 
apology which I ſhall make, is, I could not com- 
poſe them better. Reſpecting the doctrine con- 
tained in them, this is of the greateſt importance; 
and my wiſh and aim has been, that it might be 
like the ſeamleſs veſture of Chriſt Jeſus, Pub- 
lications are ſufficiently numerous, which con- 
tain an intermixture of the old and new cove- 
nant, or law and goſpel blended together. Tra- 
dition and the commandments of men, have 
eſtabliſhed a ſyſtem, in my view very different 
from that which the apoſtles taught, when firſt 
the kingdom of Chriſt was ſet up. For many 
years I trod the beaten track, without thoroughly 
examining the Scriptures of Truth, to ſee whe- 
ther what I had received, or what I had heard 
from profeſſed leaders in religion, was conſiſtent 
therewith, But when He who commanded the 
light to ſhine out of darkneſs, ſhined in my 
heart, I began to ſearch the ſacred oracles for 
myſelf, The reſult was, a full conviction that 
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my former conceptions, tho” correſpondent with 
what is generally termed the goſpel, were 
wrong; that there are very few who rightly 
divide the Word of Truth, in keeping diſtin 
the old covenant and the new; and that the 
perfection and glory of the Redeemer's king- 
dom, founded on his finiſhed work, were but - 
little underſtood. From this conviction, I was 
compelled to renounce my former ſentiments, 
and embrace thoſe which are expreſſed in the 
following Songs. *Tis to me of little conſe- 
quence (if I have truth on my fide), how this 
publication is treated; which I expect will be 
with contempt, by men in general. My prin- 
cipal motive in printing, was, to ſerve the few 
friends with whom I aſſociate. To them, and 
to thoſe who are of the truth, I hope it will be 
acceptable, and promote their inſtruction and 
eſtabliſhment in the faith of Chriſt Jefus: by 
whom let us offer the ſacrifice of praiſe to God 
continually, that 1s, the fruit of our —_—_ giving
